One 
need not discuss the ethics of the question 
relating to the use of Russian supplies, 
or whether such supplies appertain to com.

xy the Soviet Government, but the effect 
upon oil shares of all these circumstances 
has been serious. It is to be feared that 
the fresh development mentioned above js 
attributable, directly or indirectly, ta the old 
trouble of over-production in the United 
States, for had not this feature been wit- 
nessed oil prices would not have declined go 
sharply, and there would have been no in- 
vasion of the Eastern market by American 
producers. What shareholders can hope for 
is such a diminution in the American output 
as will allow of an adjustment of the price cf 
oil sufficient to chviete the need for price- 
culting anywhere. As it is, the prospect cf 
earning satisfactory profits is net bright, 
though naturally the actual producers will 
suffer more than concerns engeged in 
marketing the commodity. 


PERUVIAN CORPORATION. 


A leaflet has been compiled by a well- 
known Stock Exchange firm showing briefly 
the position of the Peruvian Corporation. 
Trafics for some months » st have been 
aot good, the gross increase for the period 
July-December, 1927, Aaving amounted to 
572.620 soles, or about £63,548. A dividend 
of 5 per cent. on the preference stock can be 
anticipated for the vear which will end on 
June 50th next. This caleulation is based on 
a traffic increase of £50,000 net (40 per cent. 
of an expected gross increase of £125,000), 
£25,000 from an improvement in the exchange, 
a like amount saved through non-recurrence 
of the expenditure previously incurred 
through a land slide, and £6,000 increase in 
the guano receipts—total, £106,000.

There is. indeed, sm h doubt 
the statutory t the Act, 
before which these applications come, intend 
to recommend marking orders as sparingly 
as possible. The Committee are understood 
te take the view that in every case the onus 
lies on the applicant to prove that an order 
is absolutely ssary before it is granted; and 
the history of the recent . inquiry in 
regard to the proposed order for the 
marking of imported eggs must be read 
as bearing this view. There is 
reason to suppose that the principle which 
guides the Committee is this:—That a 
marking-on-importation order is necessary 
before a marking-on-sale order can be pos- 
sibly effective. In other words, they must be 
convinced that where goods passed through 
many hands, there is no possibility of a 
brand of origin disappearing between the 
port and the consumer. The implications of 
this ruling are fairly obvious. It is pointed 
out that the issue of a marking-on-sale ordér 
would operate harshiv against the retailer 
unless he in turn receive! the protection cf 
a marking-on-import ord Manifestly it 
would be wrong to compel a retailer to mark 
his goods unless the wholesaler had the duty 
of disclosing the origin of them. In the case 
of imported eggs the Committee refused out- 
right to recommend an order for which the 
applicants pressed, and those who were re- 
sponsible for the application in regard to im- 
ported bacon and hams were doubtless 
guided by this fact. The position of butter 
has been somewhat difficult to gauge—no 
change has been made this week in the 
Danish Official Quotation, and although there 
is little change on the week a certain 
amount of depression is apparent in the 
market.

MEMBERS THEMSELVES 
10 BLAME?

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Mr. George A. Harris, Ballykisteen 
Stud Farm, Tipperary, Honorary Secre- 
tary to the Scarteen '“ Black and Tans” 
and a prominent member of the County 
Limerick Hunt, in an interview with our 
Tipperary Correspondent, said that un- 
doubtedly the great increase in the 
number of motor cars at hunt fixtures in 
recent years had tended seriously to 
interfere with the sport in County 
Limerick. 

“J am bound to say,’ declared Mr. 
Harris, “that, in my opinion, in the 
great majority of cases it is the hunting 
people themselves who are at fault. They 
leave their cars behind, but very often 
they allow their grooms or chauffeurs to 
get in front of the hunt, heading off the 
fox and spoiling the scent by passing along 
the road before the hounds cross it.” 

‘With regard to the Scarteen Hunt,” 
continued Mr. Harris, “ we have not taken 
any action so far, though there have been 
occasions when we did have to complain 
of:-motor cars spoiling the sport. In the 
case of the County Limerick Hunt, the 
coverts for the most part are pretty close 
to one another, and people driving after 
the hunt usually are able to make a 
shrewd guess as to where the foxes are, 
and in this way the trouble develops. In 
the case of the Scarteen Hunt, on the 
other hand, the coverts are very far apart, 
and there are big expenses of hunting 
country not intersected by roads, and so 
we do not have motors crowding in on us 
to the same extent as in some of the other 
areas. 

WARD HUNT APPEAL HAS EFFECT. 

The, resolution passed at a meeting of 
the Ward Union Hunt last week in regard 
to “ the increasing interference with hunt- 
ing ly motorists who have no connection 
whatever with hunting, and are merely 
already has brought relief to 

huntsmen.

HOW THE MONEY WILL BE 
RAISED. 


Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, toured 
a large part of his constituency to-day, and 
addressed a public meeting at Portumna at 
midday, and held two private conferences, 
one at Eyrecourt At the Portumna meeting, 
at which Mr. John Morrissey presided, 

Mr. Hogan thanked the people for the sup- 
port given to the Government candidates at 
the last election. In spite of slander, villifi- 
cation and the promises made by their op- 
ponents, they won the election honourably, 
and they would win the next election by the 
help of the honest citizens of the country. 
That was the support that they wanted. and 
not the support of wasters and idlers. When 
the new Credit Corporation Bank was estab- 
lished the man who would get the money 
was the man who worked his farm efficiently, 
and who made a decent attempt to pav his 
debts. The new bank would be established 
shortly. At the start it would have a capital 
of £500,000, and as time went on it would 
increase to about £5,000,000. That money 
would come from the people; the Government 
could not get money anywhere else. The 
present Government could always get money. 
The ‘‘dud,” de Valera, was going around 
America with his hat in his hand asking for 
shillings and pence, while three million pounds 
was subscribed to the Free State Loan in 
America in three hours, and the balance of 
the Loan, four millions, was subscribed in Ire- 
land beíore thé prescribed date, seventv-five 
per cent, of it being subscribed by the ordinary 
shopkeeper and farmer, the people whom they 
wanted. Why?’ Because they alwavs paid 
their debts. There need be no fear in the 
mind of anybody that they would not get the 
money required for this credit corporation 
and at a reasonable rate of interest.

The Rev. 1. Hobson, in the course of his 
report, said that the last year had een one of 
satisfactory work and progress. The examina- 
tion results had been very good, and for the 
General Synod examination of 1926 fifty-four 
of the fifty-seven entered had passed, twenty- 
seven being prize-winners ; while for the 1 
examination forty-five out uf forty-six were 
successful, twenty-three gaini prizes. 
Seventy-five per cent. of the candi were 
successful at the last June Intermediate 
examination. The prospect of compulsory 
Iris: made him dubious as to the future 
results in the Intermediate Certificate ex- 
aminations, but as it was the settled policy 
of the education authorities, there was nothing 
to do but to go into the subject as keenly 


as possible. 3 

The report paid a tribute to the technical 
staff in both schools, referred to the tone of 
the schools as excellent, and dealt with the 
athletic successes. 

' BISHOP'S ADDRESS. 

Dr. Dowse said that it gave him great 
pleasure to hear such an excellent report, than 
which they could scarcely have expected any- 
thing better. The present period was an 
extraordinarily important one in the world’s 
history, and it required the best that those 
who were soon to be men and women could 
give. Nobody could take the place in life 
intended by God without proper preparation 
during school days.

AN ENTERTAINING LANGUAGE, 

The Rev. Gordon Erskine said that they 
were glad to know that everything was going 
so well in the schools. Regarding Irish, he 
said that he hoped that the fears naturally 
entertained by Mr. Hobson would disappear, 
and that all pupils would put their backs into 
the task of tackling a language which, he 
believed, they mil find more entertaining 
than they might anticipate. 

Professor Porter, University College, Cork. 
joined in the congratulations to the pupils 
and staff. While in agreement with Dr. 
Dowse on the question oí Irish, he thought 
that it had come to stay, and, therefore, it 
was their duty to do their best with it. He 
deplored the tendency to give Latin and 
Greek a back sept, but regarded compulsory 
science as understandable. He reminded his 
hearers that they, Protestants, were as mnch 
citizens of Ireland as anybody else, and they 
ought to be as much lovers of Ireland as any 
other members oí the community.

NIGHT SCENE IN A 


HOSPITAL. 
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WOMAN PATIENT WITH 
CLOTHES IN FLAMES. 


While attending to an infant patient in 
Dungannon Hospital on last Friday night. 
Nurse Bell heard screams and shouting, and 
rushinc into another ward encountered Sarah 
Harriss (21), a patient, emerging from the 
nurses’ bhia with her clothing in 
flames. The nurse snatched a blanket from a 
bed and, wrapping it around the woman, ex- 
tinguished the flames, but the patient was 
so severely injured that she died a few hours 
later. She was conscious almost to the end, 
but did not give any explanation as to how 
her attire became ignited. 

At the inquest on last Saturday evening 
Night Nurse Bell described the occurrence, 
and Nurse Nora McRoberts stated that when 
the deceased woman was admitted to the 
hospital, on: the 12th January, her father said 
that she had attempted suicide at home, and 
would drink anything that she thought would 
do her harm, The patient, said Nurse 
McRoberts. was jwnder constant supervision 
for the first few ‘days after admission, when 
she was noisy and troublesome, but she be- 
came quieter and more sensible. 

A doctor said that the deceased woman had 
heen operated on in the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, Belfast, for a tumour on the brain, 
and had heen discharged as a hopeless case. 

The jury found that death was caused by 
shock following extensive burns. 
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DISTRESS IN DERRY. 
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EX-SERVICE MAN AND 
FAMILY IN WORKHOUSE. 


The Master of the Derry Workhouse re- 
ported to the Guardians last Saturday that 
during the week six of a family of nine had 
been admitted to the workhouse. 

Mr. McMenamin said that the case was the 
saddest ever he had come across. The father, 
an ex-soldier, received a pension until 1922, 
and since that date he had been living on 
charity. A sum of £2 given by the British 
Legion at Christmas went towards arrears of 
rent.

A SOUTHERN LETTER. | EX-SERVICE MEN’S 


Frou Ovb Seecuz CorRESPONDENT. 
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wa or effect a reversion to a modified 
orm of Corporation control of civic affairs 
in the Borough of Cork is one of con- 
siderable moment. This decision also 
affects the two other cities in the province, 
Limerick and Waterford, as I understand 
that similar measures will be put forward 
in regard to these existing Borough 
Councils. 

There has been a growing desire on the 
part of the citizens generally for a 
greater say in the management of the 
city, and when Mr. Richard Mulcahy 
came here last week he was waited on by 
deputations from numerous public bodies, 
including both Chambers of Commerce, 
representatives from the dissolved Cor- 
poration, Cork Workers’ Council and 
other organisations. 

The deputations were, in the main, of 
one mind, that the people should be given 
an opportunity of electing representatives 
on a Borough Council, their only differ- 
ence really being in regard to the 
numerical strength of the proposed new 
body. Their suggestions varied in num- 
bers from eleven to thirty, and it can be 
safely assumed that the new Council will 
consist of a considerably smaller member- 
ship than the former, fifty-six. 

The position can best be described in 
the words of the Minister himself when 
outlining the impressions gained from his 
visit. ‘‘I found very enlightened and 
widespread interest,” he told me yester- 
day, ' among all classes in the city in the 
matter of how the city should be governed 
and administered, and, generally speak- 
ing, there was entire agreement on funda- 
mental matters, and there should be no 
dificulty in putting together legislation 
that would be acceptable to all sections.”’ 
“I am perfectly satisfied that legislation 
dealing with the matter can be passed 
before the summer and an election can be 
held not later than September:’’ This, it 
may be pointed out, would bring the 
Corporation into line with other local 
bodies in the Free State and would give 
them virtually the full three years’ period 
of existence before the next Local Govern- 
ment elections. 

THE HOUSING SHORTAGE. 

An interesting sidelight was thrown on 
the acute housing shortage in Cork by Mr. 
Mulcahy, who told me that from the 
figures of the last census in 1926 it was 
revealed that no fewer than 552 families, 
comprising 2,798 people, were living in 
single rooms in congested areas of the city. 
In addition to these there were living in 
“homes ” of two rooms 851 families, in- 
volving 6,069. It is housing conditions of 
this character which really lie at the root 
of the public health problem, and it may 
possibly be accepted as an indication of 
the Government s desire to grapple with 
the question to state that the Minister 


expressed his gratification at the fact that 
much of the worst of the poorer housing 
was situated in sites that were capable 
of clearance. In several instances these 
“slum areas ” are situated in higher alti- 
tudes, and admirably suitable for building 


purposes. 
NOTE OF OPTIMISM. 

A note of optimism regarding the 
prosperity of the Irish Free State was 
strack by Mr. Edward Hallinan, who 
sided at the meeting of shareholders of 
the Munster and Jeinster Bank, Lid., 
which was held here yesterday. “Some of 
the recent years may have been dreary, 
lean, and attended with unfortunate 
happenings,’’ he declared, “ but we do not 
want to look back—there has been too 
much of a tendency to do so in Irish 
minds.” ‘‘Let us look forward,” he 
added, “and think, as I do, that better 
times are ahead.’”’ 

While Mr. Hallinan and other speakers, 
including Sir John Scott, were pleased 
with the progress of the past twelve 
months, Mr. Daniel O’Comnor, Copstow, 
Mallow, did not find himself in entire 
agreement with their remarks. The agri- 
cultural community, who were the back- 
bone of the Free State, were still passing 
through a period of depression, and he 
appealed to the Irish banks to give the 
farmers greater facilities to tide them 
over their present difficulties. Mr. 
O’Connor’s case was that, while. the 
Government had done a considerable 
amount of good in establishing agricul- 
tural credit societies, he thought that in 
the interest of the State the bank rate of 
interest should be lowered. Only by such 
means, he ®ontended, could the farmers 
continue the work of building up smal! 
industries, and so securing the prosperity 
of the country. 


CORK PUBLICITY ASSOCIATION, 
LIMITED. 

The Cork Publicity Association, a 
temporary organisation, which sponsored 
the New Cork Movement, have every right 
to congratulation on the success which 
attended their initial effort to increase 
the trade of the city, although interfered 
with to no inconsiderable extent by bad 
weather. The Christmas Shopping 
Carnival organised by them was an un- 
qualified success, and the results achieved 
exceeded the most enthusiastic anticipa- 
tions. I am informed that the body, 
which is non-political and non-sectarian 
in character, with a membership composed 
solelv of those with business interests in 
the city, has come to stay, and that it 1s 
intended to form a limited liability com- 
pany from the former Association. 

The aims and objects of the new com- 
pany will be identical with those of the 
pioneer association, and one of its chief 
duties will be the promotion of shopping 
carnivals similar to that held during the 
Christmas. The first of these will pro- 
bably take place during the Munster Agri- 
cultural Society's Show Week in next 
June.

QUESTION OF A SUBSIDY.

Mr. Henbrich mentioned that support in 
the form of a subsidy to an English firm in 
the matter of ship repairs was on a different 
basis to any subsidy to what might be called 
domestic industries.

A notice to rescind a resolution adopting 
an estimate of £11,650 for education in 
Fermanagh for the commg year came up at 
the monthly meeting of the Regional Com- 
mittee. It also called for an inquiry into 
the working of the Act, owing to “ the barren 
results of medical inspection of children, and 
its failure to make any material impression 
upon elementary education during its period 
of operation.” 

The resolution stood in the name of Mr. 
James Rogers, who said that he would be a 
bold man who would say that a fragment of 
Lord Londonderry’s expectations had been 
realised. Only a mere handful of schools had 
been transferred. 

Mr. John Coffey seconded. 

The Chairman (ord Belmore, D.L.) said 
that the fault that they had not more benefits 
from medical inspection was the fault of the 
Committee itself. ‘The cause of the increase 
in estimate was the provision in the esti- 
mate of grants for the building of new Roman 
Catholic schools in Irvinestown and New 
townbutler. 

Severa} members said that they could leave 
over the building of new schools for a year, 
and eventually it was agreed to reduce the 
estimate to £9,000 by ten votes to six. 

Dr. Warrington, medical locum tenens, 
pointed out that the benefits of medical in- 
spection could ‘net be seen to-day. They 
would not begin to show properly till the 
next generation. Roughly, 25 to ó0 per cent. 
of the children were defective. Of those de- 
fects, 90 per cent. were easily remedied, and 
that was being done every day in spite of 
what was being stated by some members of 
that Committee.

The blaze 
is stated to have been caused by a woman 
residing in the upper storey using petroleum 
to light a fire. The petrol tin took fire, and 
she ran down stairs with the blazing can, but 

dropped it, with disastrous results. 

The fire brigade quickly subdued the flames, 
but the staircase and three rooms were partly 
burned, and a good deal of the stock was 
damaged. 

The woman's hands were rather badly 
burned, but it was not necessary to detain 
her in hospital.

HOUSING— Irish land; provision for sailors

WAR GRAVES—The need for general care 
and maintenance of the graves of British ex- 
Service men in the Irish Free State. <A sug- 
gestion that the work be handed over to the 
imperial War Graves Commission. 

EMIGRATION—The position of British ex- 
Service men in the Irish Free State in rela 
tion to the Empire Settlement Act, 1922. 

UNEMPLOYMENT—The need for pre- 
ference for ex-Service men, whether ex mem- 
hers of the National Army or the British 
forces, in connection with relief schemes ad- 
ministered by local authorities. 

PENSIONS AND HEALTH AND UN- 
EMPLOYMENT INSURANCE—The need for 
reciprocal arrangements between the Irish 
Free State and the british Government as 
regards :— 

(a) The operation of the Pensions Acts in 
both countries in connection with dependents 
resident in the Irish Free State; the position 
of children on whose behalf pensions from the 
British Government are payable by reason 
of the death of their father, and the operation 
of home assistance schemes of the Irish Free 
State Government in taking into consideration 
income from such pensions as family income. 

(b) The position of British ex-Service men 
in the Irish Free State which appears to 
benefit from the National Health Insurance 
scheme into which he has subscribed; the 
operation of the unemployment insurance 
scheme against British ex-Service men who 
have coniributed to the scheme. 

Tne Commission adjourned until Saturday, 
the 28th imst., and it was announced that if 
sufficient applications from British ex-Service 
men to Re -arn evidence were received from 
outside Dublin, the Commission would visit 
Cork and other centres. The procedure with 
regard to the submission of evidence has been 
published. 


SHAKESPEARE IN THE 
SCHOOLS. 


MR. DORAN’S ADDRESS TO 


DERRY TEACHERS. 


Mr. Charles Doran, the Shakespearean 
actor, delivered an address in the Minor Hall 
of the Derry Guildhall last Saturday to a 
representative andience of teachers. 

Mr. R. F. Dill, M.A., headmaster, Foyle 
College, Derry, who presided, said that they 
had one bond that brought them together— 
the teaching of Shakespeare; and an address 
by Mr. Doran would be a tremendous assist- 
ance to them in their work, 

Mr. Doran, who was accompanied by Miss 
Dorothy Francis, a member of his company, 
paid a tribute to Mr. Dill, and, referring 
to Foyle College, he said that it had housed 
many men who afterwards made their names 
in literature, science and many other walks 
of life. Mr. Doran alluded to the extra- 
ordinary enthusiasm exhibited with regard to 
Shakespeare in Ireland, and said that there 
must be something in the way the subject 
was tanght. The older generation did great 
harm, he thought, in their method of teach- 
ing Shakespeare in the schools. It was done 
as a kind of punishment, and then it was 
overdone, and the children grew to think 
that Shakespeare had only something to do 
with grammar. 

The biggest thing about Shakespeare was 
his natural, sympathetic heart-throb. He had 
read an essay by Brother McSwiney, Derry, 
on Shakespeare and the Baconian theory. It 
was one of the most brilliant’ expositions hé 
had ever perused. They were all agreed 
that Shakespeare was the master hand. Mr. 
Doran then referred to a number of Shake- 
speare’s plays, and showed how he always 
strove after truth and the real things of life:

DIRTY FARM CARTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—I was glad to see your Agricultural 
Correspondent’s article on the '“ Dublin 
Vegetable Market,” which appeared in your 
issue of the 18th inst., drawing attention to 
the dirty state of the carts which convey 
cabbage and other produce to the markev. 
Almost every morning one may observe loads 
of cabbage being brought to the market in 
filthy carts. It is quite obvious that these 


cabbage, manure and farmyard muck as occa- 
sion requires. Many people have the idea 
that it does not matter if the cabbage is 
dirty, as boiling destroys all harmful bacteria. 
There is an element of doubt as to the sound- 
ness of this theory, which certainly does not 
apply in the case of bad or tainted meat; and 
nothing will convince me that the blending of 
manure or pig-stye slush with cabbage or 
other vegetables can, by the simple process of 
boiling, add anything to the nutriment value. 
Your Correspondent goes on to say that 
“as long as the market authority has no 
power to insist upon farm carts being clean, 
little improvement is likely to be effected in 
this respect.” This, to my mind, is a very 
serious state of affairs and calls for immediate 
attention. No doubt, it is true that the 
market authority has no power to deal with 
the matter, but surely the Public Health 
Department is not equally helpless. As this 
objectionable practice should have been 
stopped quite thirty years ago, one 1s entitled 
to ask what the Public Health authorities 
have been doing in the meantime '—Yours, 
etc., F. L. Core DiLLos.

The Birds of London. 


A war between the cats of London and 
the bird population has reduced the 
rohins—plentiful in Fleet street and the 
green reaches of Temple Gardens within 
living memory—to a forlorn little flock 
of twenty that has found a last refuge in 
Hyde Park. An ornithologist, Mr. E. M. 
Nicholson, has communicated to the 
London Natural History Society this and 
other observations of the feathered popu- 
lation of the British metropolis. He tells 
that he set to work actually to count the 
sparrows in Kensington Gardens, and 
found, after much balancing of averages, 
that. according to the season, from two 
to three thousand sparrows inhabit that 
preserve. From this premiss it is esti- 
mated that the county borough of London 
provides homes for some 300,000 of these 
little brown folk. Mr. Nicholson told a 
representative of The Observer that daily 
there were about 500 gullies on the Serpen- 
tine and the Found Pond, although in 
natural conditions not more than ene 
solitary gull would find sustenance there. 
Chis is but one of many examples of the 


‘dependence of London’s birds on London s 
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o'clock in: the afternoon London's. gulls 
take flight from the civic centre to their 
distant suburban homes. Most of them 
journey for the winter nights to the 
reservoirs on the south bank of the river 
near Hammersmith Bridge. They are 
punctual in habit, and cannot be lured 
by food to tarry after their accustomed 
home-going hour. In the early spring they 
go farther out of town, to the reservoirs 
of Staines and Littleton ; ; but later they 
change their homes to summer quarters 
in the east. They leave town for the 
breeding season, which they spend at the 
seaside. The starlings have very different 
habits. They spend their days sporting 
in the outer regions, and congregate in 
the evening at two or three centres, 
fashionable in the bird world, in the 
centre of things—namely, the British 
Museum, the National Gallery and 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. They favour classic 
architecture on account of its convenient 
broad ledges.

Foreign Books. 


A writer in The Outlook complains that 
it is almost impossible to obtain the 
latest foreign books in London unless one 
buys them.” Nevertheless, the reading 
of foreign literature has increased in 
late years beyond all expectation. This is 
evident to every traveller who journeys 
from Holyhead to London. The familiar 

" yellow-back ” of the continental pub- 
lishers is seen in many a fellow-traveller’s 
hand, and there are few good book shops 
in England which do not offer a few 
shelves of continental works. In part, 
the Great War is responsible for the 
enlivened interest in the affairs and litera- 
ture of the Continent; but still more, no 
doubt, it must be traced to the new 
travelling facilities, which bring the Swiss 
or the French holiday into the compass of 
modest resources. Ireland remains as yet 
an island beyond an island, and contact 
with the mainland of Europe is tenuous. 
Continental literature, however, has 
readers in sufficient number to occupy the 
attention of a few Dublin booksellers. 
That French should be widely 
natural wherever there an educated 
community; but observation shows that 
somewhere in Ireland there lurk sufficient 
readers to justify the frequent replenish- 
ment of Spanish and Italian shelves. On 
the Continent the reading of English is so 
that many publishers find it 
profitable to print English works, and 
every city the English reader can 
plentiful supplies in the hotel and railway 
bookstalls.

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WELSH PLAY BY DUBLIN 
DRAMA LEAGUE. 
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The Dublin Drama League 
the Abbey Theatre last night, '' A Comedy of 
' by Mr. Richard Hughes. It 
was the first time that the League offered the 
work of a Welsh dramatist to a Dublin 
audience, and the performance was full of 
interest to play-goers, who have to thank this 
organisation for good productions of the 
drama of other countries. 

It is, on the surface, a strange play; so 
strange as to be almost too severe in its 
demands on either the unders standing or the 
imagination. In reality, the theme is not so 
very novel, for many imaginative writers 
have tried to teach that there is nothing ao 
evil but there is some little good in its com- 
position. . Here, however, we have one of 

Satan’s satellites turned from the pursuit of 
human souls by contact with a good. man 
full of a great charity. 

Mr. Hughes presents his ideas in the atmos- 
phere of comedy, and does it so deftly that 
there is nothing at all incongruous in either 
the fun or the wit. In his novel handling 
lies the charm of the play. Briefly put, 
Gladys, an imp in the service of Lucifer, 
makes her way into the humble home of the 
Reverend John Williams, a clergyman of the 
Established Church, poor and neglected, 
amidst a population of chapel folk. She is so 
kindly treated by the good man and his wife 
that when he dies she herself secures his 
admission to heaven, after his own guardian 
angel—in the shape of Owain Flatfish—sur- 
renders all claim to his soul. 

Gladys has all the airs and a good deal of 
the slang of the most modern of young 
women. The part was played with great 
gusto by Miss Kitty Curling, a young actress 
who is steadily making her way, especially 
in what may be described as hysterical im- 
personations. She was at times a charming 
and innocent child, again a pert minx, anon 
a little savage, and in the end just a human 
being. torn between personal inclination and 
duty. The sardonic disputation on the sub- 
ject of justice and law was a piece of clever 
satire, both by her and Mr. Carolan. Miss 
Curling played so as to deserve the very 
warm appreciation expressed by her audience. 

Miss Craig’s Minnie’ was a remarkably 
finished study of the dear old lady of simple 
faith. From the opening sentences of the 
first act she had the author’s idea that she 


"Is a foil to the dear old man, her husband. 


a part in which Mr. John Stephenson had 
opportunity for the exercise of his well-known 
gifts of persuasiveness. With both plaving 
so naturally, we had the stmesphere of the 
Williams’ home at once, and we were imme- 
diately acquainted with the mentality of the 
pair in whose lives we were there to be 
interested. An outstanding personal success 
was the Mrs. Resurrection Jones of Miss 
Maureen Delany. She burst in upon the 
stage, remained there for a matter of seconds, 
and revealed in the most unmistakable way 
the whole character of that sanctimanious 
gossip. 

Everyone spoke in praise of the production 
of the play by Mr. P. J. Carolan. The 
people spoke easily with the Welsh accent, 
labials.and all, and the simple setting of the 
ore scene—the interior of the Williams’ home 
—was very effective. The play will be re- 
peated to-night at 8.15.

Serious flooding occurred in Aberdeenshire 
during the week-end, when the River Dee, 
swollen by a sudden thaw, accompanied. by 
a heavy rainstorm, burst its banks. 

In the upland village of Ballater, between 
forty and fifty houses were swamped, and 
parts of the village were under four feet of 
water. With the melting of the snow in the 
hills the river rose with remarkable rapidity, 
and early on Saturday night came over its 
banks at the Ballater golf course. The 
water rushed down an old bed of the rmver 
on which houses now stand. At one part a 
nine-foot wall barring the way was breached, 
and seven houses were inundated. 


FLOODED STREETS. 

Considerable damage was done to houses 
in the path of the flood. Chairs. were 
smashed, a piano overturned and bedding 
ruined. Mrs. Leslie, aged 84, had to be 
removed to a neighbouring house for safety. 

The water flowed several feet deep through 
a number of streets, rm. ft up the roadway 
and causing great alarm. ft returned to the 
river near the Invercauld {Arms Hotel, the 
basement of which was flootled to a depth of 
about two and a half feet. 

At Cambus-o’-May the North Deeside road 
was flooded and traffic was held up for 
several hours. At Aboyne the Dee rose six- 
teen feet above its normal level. 

The lower pathways near Balmoral] Castle 
were submerged when thej flood was at its 
height, but the castle itself was well beyand 
the swollen river. : 

Fields were flooded from three to six feet. 

Mr. Robert Clark, a farmer, and his family 
were marooned at a farx: a mile from Aber- 
deen by-a huge volume of swift-flowing 
water. Mr. Clark, who has had similar 
experiences before, had a flat bottomed boat 
ready in case of emergency, but the flood 
receded quickly. 

To-day water bailiffs were busy dragging 
the fields with nets for salmon which had 
been trapped in the fields by the floods 
while coming up from the sea and returning 
them to the river. 

Carcases of sheep and poultry were among 
the déhris swept down by the river. Many 
farmers suffered heavy losses.

RELIEF COMMITTEE

LOCAL AUTHORITIES’ 
DELAY. 


F- 


The Committee for the Relief of Unem- 
ployment in the Irish Free State, which 
was appointed on the 22nd November, 
1927, has now completed its first interim 
report. It is not a voluminous document, 
end contains suggestions which are 
capable of being carried out without any 
additional expense to the country. 

The terms of reference were to consider 
and report as to what steps might be 
taken for the immediate relief of unem. 
ployment, regard being had to the fact 
that the continued existence of abnormal 
unemployment involves severe economic 
loss. 

On the question of road worl:s the Com- 
mittee state that evidence obtained from 
the Local Government and P bl‘: Health 
Department showed that £1,220,000 had 
yet to be expended on authorised or ap- 
proved works not carried out. While 
satisfied that the local sathorities are 
spending this money: as rapidly as 
possible, the Committee feel that in a 
number of cases there has been delay. 


HASTENING THE WORK. 

“ We are convinced,”’ says the report, 
‘that steps could be taken by the local 
authorities to expedite the work yet to be 
done. Delays are due to one or more of 
the following points:—(1) Shortage of 
plant; (2) insufficient provision in the 
matter of surveying staff for the prepara- 
tion and supervision of schemes; and (3) 
in a few cases, slackness on the part of 
the local authority or their staff.’’ 

‘“We recommend that, in those cases 
where there are large unexpended 
balances, pressure should be brought to 
bear by the Government upon the local 
authority to have the work carried out 
more rapidly by the appointment of addi- 
tional survey staff (temporary assistant 
surveyors, etc.). ‘The Department of Local 
Government and Public Health should in- 
timate to the local authorities their will- 
ingness to sanction the necessary tem- 
porary assistance.’’ 


PAINTING WORK. 

With regard to unemployed painters it 
is pointed out that in the two Dublin 
painters’ unions there are 515 men at 
present unemployed out of a ‘total mem- 
bership of 984. Most of the work in this 
trade is done in the spring and summer, 
and the Committee say :— 

‘We believe that the Government could 
help by making it a rule to put in hands 
in the winter months as much internal 
paint'n, work as possible in the case of 
buildings and premises occupied by 
Government departments, the Army, and 
the Garda Siochana throughout the Free 
State, and we recommend that the maxi- 
mum practicable amount of work of this 
kind should be undertaken at once.’’ 

Large business firms and commercial 
institutions, such as banks and insurance 
offices, hotels, factories, etc., could, it is 
suygested, also assist by similar means in 
the relief of unemployment in the trade. 
To effect this the Committee suggest that 
an earnest appeal should be made by the 
Government to all concerned 


THE CLOTHING TRADE. 

Similar recommendations are made with 
regard to the clothing trade. It is recog- 
nised that in the provision of Army, Civic 
Guard and other uniforms an effort has 
been made to spread the work as evenly 
as possible over the season. 

“ We consider it is possible, however, 
that more could be done in this respect, 
and we recommend that the Government 
should instruct departments concerned to 
examine the position with a view to effect- 
ing such improvement in the existing 
system of requisitioning supplies and 
place contracts so as to secure the 
execution of the larger proportion of the 
work during the slack period of the vear.”

HOSPITAL, 


WOUNDED PRISONER 
CARRIED OFF. 


DARING AFFAIR IN 
DUBLIN. 


——II 


At five minutes past midnight on 
Saturday James Nugent, a native of 
Clonmel, a wounded political prisoner, 
was taken from St. Bricin’s Military 
Hospital, Dublin (formerly King George 
V. Hospital), by two armed men, under 
ria ag circumstances. 

This is the second occasion on which 
Nugent has been rescued by armed men 


from State custody, and, in some respects, 


the circumstances are alike. On the first 
occasion he was one of the nineteen 
political prisoners released from Mountjoy 
Jail on November 27th, 1925, when the 
annual headquarters’ staff dance of the 
Civic Guard was in progress. 

On Saturday morning last the annual 
dance of the Metropolitan Division of the 
Civic Guard was being held in Dublin, 
and many of the principal officers of the 
force were present, and advantage was 
again taken of this fact. 


THE CAPTURE IN CLONMEL. 

From the time of his escape in 1925 until 
December 21st last year Nugent did not come 
under the notice of the authorities. On that 
day, however, he was seen in Clonmel by 
members of the Civic Guard Detective Divi- 
sion as he was about to enter a stationary 
motor car. When called upon to halt, he 
bolted, and continued to run although called 
upon again to halt. Three shots were fired 
at him, and he was wounded on the hip and 
captured. 

He was taken for treatment to St. Bricin’s 
Hospital, Dublin, on December 23rd last, and 
was placed in a ward on the first floor, where 
a number of soldiers were patients—about 
twenty-two in number. As he was a poli- 
tical prisoner who had escaped from prison, 
an armed guard was placed over him night 
and day. | 


STEALTHY RAIDERS. 

On. last Friday night two armed guards 
were on duty in the ward. At five minutes 
to 12 o'clock one of them went out, to the 
barracks close by to get supper, leaving his 
companion on duty. “Nugent’s bed was near 
the door, and the only light in the ward 
was a small dimly-burning |»mp placed in 
the centre of the floor: The other guard 
then went to attend to the fire, which was 
dying. ; 

He put a newspaper before the fire to in- 
crease the draught. At about five minutes 
past 12 o’clock he heard a sound behind him, 
and, turning round, got the command: 
‘Hands up!” Standing up, he saw two 
men, armed with revolvers. One of the men 
immediately fired at him. The bullet missed 
the guard and lodged in the mantelpiece 
behind his head. 


THE EMPTY BED. 

The raiders, who were heavily muffled, 
then asked him had he a revolver. He re- 
plied that he had not, although he had one 
in his trouser’s pocket. He had been taken 
so much by surprise that he had not had time 
to draw the weapon. His attention con- 
centrated on the two armed men, and he 
never saw Nugent leave the ward. 

Warning the guard not to move, the two 
raiders walked rt backwards to the door 
and then disappeared. It was then that the 
guard noticed Nugent’s empty bed. Drawing 
1is revolver he rushed out after. the raiders, 
and from one of the windows fired three 
shots in the air to warn the guards at the 
main gate. 

In the meantime, Nugent, who was dressed 
only in pyjamas, had been noticed in the 
front entrance by an officer, who was im- 
mediately held up by one of the armed men 
and ordered out of the way. 


FRUITLESS SEARCH. 

Nugent and his two rescuers then made 
good tlieir escape. There was really nothing 
to prevent them, the only obstacle being a 
wall abput five feet high. The wide grounds 
around the hospital are not now guarded, 
the only guard being placed on the main 
gate. 

An immediate search was made of the 
grounds, but no trace of the men could be 
found. Nugent’s boots and calothes were 
left in the locker by his bed, so that hig 
rescuers must have had some clothes for him

CHINESE TURMOIL. 


THE MARITIMECUSTOMS 


In a leading article, The Times remarks :— 
Is there any kind of clue to development, to 
some hope, of even faintly rational progress 
in that unending turmoil in China, where to- 
day is the first of a new year? Our Peking 
Correspondent seems to think this morning 
that there is at last growing something like 
a public opinion in favour of the cessation 
of the civil war, but for months past the 
reports from China have been simply bewil- 
dering. It appears to matter little which 
faction conquers in any given area, since the 
chances are that it will be overthrown by a 
rival faction, or a rival leader suddenly 
emerging from Limbo. The general con- 
ditions in China are such that it is omy 
possible to speculate how long what 
seem to be the firmest securities for foreign 
loans may be effectively maintained. ) 

This note of despair, which is wholly 
natural in a region of such shattering experi- 
ences, inevitably concentrates attention on the 
Maritime Customs, which provide the chief 
guarantee for foreign investments in China. 
For last year, the very worst of all the years 
through which modern China has passed, the 
Customs revenues showed a certain diminu- 
tion as compared with previous years. That 
is not astonishing. What is astonishing is 
the smallness of the set-back—only 12 per 
cent.—in view of the extent and the violence 
of disturbance in the country throughout the 
year. All foreign obligations secured on the 
Customs receipts were met in full. This, at 
least, indicates the persistency of some vital 
quality in the Chinese nation that defies the 
political storms. 


IRISH REPUBLICAN 
BONDS.

AMERICANS WHO DO NOT 
WANT THEIR MONEY. 
From “THE Times’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

Although there were 305,678 subscribers 
to the bonds of the Irish Republic, sold 
here some years ago, and personal notices 
have been sent to all of them and adver- 
tisements have been published in 55 
newspapers stating that the bonds would 
be redeemed in part, only 84,915 persons 
have been found who are willing to have 
some of their money back. 

The receivers of the proceeds of the 
bonds are, therefore, asking the Supreme 
Court of New York to extend the time 
for payment until June 15th. 

About $3,500,000 (£700,000) of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of these bonds was taken 
to Ireland, but there remains $2,500,000. 
To this the Irish Free State laid claim, 
but it was held in the Supreme Court 
that justice would best be served by 
dividing it pro rata among the subscribers 
to the issue. 

More than a third of the letters sent 
out by the receivers were returned by the 
Post Office because they could not be de- 
livered.

“ MALINES '” WILL NOT HELP. 


According to the Political Corre- 
spondent of the Sunday Times, the bishops

be only too ready to reverse; and 

(2)—That something terrible is going to 
happen if the Prayer-book is not ap-

The chances of a reversal of the vote

THE MOUNTJOY INCIDENT. 

When Nugent was rescued in 1925 nineteen 
political prisoners succeeded in escaping from 
Mountjoy Jail. On that night the big annual 
headquarters staff dance of the Civic Guard 
was being held, and all the heads of the 
different departments of the force were pre- 
sent. Taking advantage of this fact, a daring 
rescue was effected. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock on that night a Ford

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presented to the warders, and the party were 
admitted to the prison without question. 
Once inside, the rescuers carried their well- 
laid plans into execution. 


CELLS EMPTIED. 

The military sentry and the warders were 
held up and disarmed, and the keys of the 
cells were seized. In a few minutes the 
nineteen prisoners—all of whom were Re- 
publicans awaiting trial under the Treason 
Act—were liberated. Rescuers and rescued 
then left the prison, entered the motor car 
and a large motor van, that were awaiting 
them outside, and made good their escape. 

Then followed a night of great activity in 
the city. Dancing was practically abandoned, 
and all the available police were called on 
duty. A cordon was spread around the city, 
but to no effect. Escape had been made good. 

Just before Christmas the Clonmel Corpora- 
tion passed a resolution asking for Nugent's 
pardon. It is understood that the authorities 
were favourably considering this resolution 


at the time of his rescue.

The Birds of London. 


A war between the cats of London and 
the bird population has reduced the 
robins—plentiful in. Fleet street and the 
green reaches of Temple Gardens within 
living memory—to a forlorn little flock 
of twenty that has found a last refuge in 
Hyde Park. An ornithologist, Mr. E. M. 
Nicholson, has communicated to the 
London Natural History Society this and 
other observations of the feathered popu- 
lation of the British metropolis. He tells 
that he set to work actually to count the 
Kensington Gardens, and 
found, after much balancing of averages, 
that. according to the season, from two 
to three thousand sparrows inhabit that 
preserve. From this premiss it is esti- 
mated that the county borough of London 
provides homes for some 300,000 of these 
little brown folk. Mr. Nicholson told a 
representative of The Observer that daily 
there were about 500 gulis on the Serpen- 
tine and the Found Pond, although in 
natural conditions not more than one 
solitary gull would find sustenance there.

FOUR FEET OF WATER 
IN A VILLAGE. 
SALMON FISHING IN 
FIELDS. 
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Serious flooding occurred in Aberdeenshire 
during the week-end, when the River Dee, 
swollen by a sudden thaw, accompanied by 
a heavy rainstorm, burst its banks. 

In the upland village of Ballater, between 
forty and fiftv houses were swamped, and 
parts of the village were unde four feet of 
water. With the melting of thé snow in the 
hills the river rose with remarkable rapidity, 
and early on Saturday night came over its 
banks at the Ballater golf course. The 
water rushed down an old bed of the river 
on which houses now stand. At one part a 
nine-foot wall barring the way was breached, 
and seven houses were inundated. 


FLOODED STREETS. 

Considerable damage was done to houses 
in the path of the flood. Chairs were 
smashed, a piano overturned and bedding 
ruined. Mrs. Leslie, aged 84, had to be 
removed to a neighbouring house for safety. 

The water flowed several feet deep through 
a number of streets, tearing up the roadway 
and causing great alarm. It returned to the 
river near the Invercauld Arms Hotel, the 
basement of which was flooded to a depth of 
about two and a half feet. 

At Cambus-o’-May the North Deeside road 
was flooded and traffic was held up for 
several hours. At Aboyne the Dee rose six- 
teen feet above its normal leve!! 

The lower pathways near Balmoral] Castle 
were submerged when the flood was at its 
height, but the castle itself was well beyond 
the swollen river. ' 

Fields were flooded from three to six feet. 

Mr. Robert Clark, a farmer, and his family 
were marooned at a farx: a mile from Aber- 
deen by a huge volume of ; swift-flowing 
water. Mr. Clark, who has! had similar 
experiences before, had a flat |ottomed boat 
ready in case of emergency, but the flood 
receded quickly. 

To-day water bailiffs were busy dragging 
the fields with nets for salmdn which had 
been trapped in ‘the fields hy the floods 
while coming up from the sea and returning 
them to the river. 

Carcases of sheep and poultry were among 
the déhrie swept down by the river. Many 
farmers suffered heavy ‘losses

LOCAL AUTHORITIES’ 
DELAY. 


- 
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The Committee for the Relief of Unem- 
ployment in the Irish Free State, which 
was appointed on the 22nd November, 
1927, has now completed its first interim 
report. It is not a voluminous document, 
end contains suggestions which are 
capable of being carried out without any 
additional expense to the country. 

The terms of reference were to consider 
and report as to what steps might be 
taken for the immediate relief of unera 
ployment, regard being had to the fact 
that the continued existence of abnormal! 
unemployment involves severe economic 
loss. 

On the question of road works the Com- 
mittee state that evidence obtained from 
the Local Government and Prbli: Healt! 
Department showed that £1,220,000 had 
yet to be expended on authorised or ap- 
proved works not carried out. While 
satisfied that the local sathorities are 
spending this money: as rapidly as 
possible, the Committee feel. that in a 
number of cases there has been delay. 


HASTENING THE WORK. 

““ We are convinced,’’ says the report, 
‘that steps could be taken by the local 
authorities to expedite the work yet to be 
cone. Delays are due to one or more of 
the following points:—(1) Shortage of 
plant; (2) insufficient provision in the 
matter of surveying staff for the prepara- 
tion and supervision of schemes; and (3) 
in a few cases, slackness on the part of 
the local authority or their staff.’’ 

““We recommend that, in those cases 
where there are large unexpended 
balances, pressure should be brought to 
bear by the Government upon the local 
authority to have the work carried out 
more rapidly by the appointment of addi- 
tional survey staff (temporary assistant 
surveyors, etc.). ‘The Department of Local 
Government and Public Health should in- 
timate to the local authorities their will- 
ingness to sanction the necessary tem- 
porary assistance.”’ 


PAINTING WORK. 

With regard to unemployed painters it 
is pointed out that in the two Dublin 
painters’ unions there are 515 men at 
present unemployed out of a total mem- 
bership of 984. Most of the work in this 
trade is done in the spring and summer, 
and the Committee say :— 

‘“ We believe that the Government could 
help by making it a rule to put in hands 
in the winter months as much internal 
paintin, work as possible in the case of 
buildings and premises occupied by 
Government departments, the Army, and 
the Garda Siochana throughout the Free 
State, and we recommend that the maxi- 
mum: practicable amount of work of this 
kind should be undertaken at once.” 

Large business firms and commercial 
institutions, such as banks and insurance 
offices, hotels, factories, etc., could, it is 
suygested, also assist bv similar means in 
the relief of unemployment in the trade. 
To effect this the Committee suggest that 
an earnest appeal should be made by the 
Government to all concerned 


THE CLOTHING TRADE. 


Similar recommendations are made with | 


regard to the clothing trade. It is recog 
nised that in the provision of Army, Civic 
Guard and other uniforms an effort 
been made to spread the work as evenly 
as possible over season. 

“We consider it 1s possible, however, 
that more could be done in this respect, 
and we recommend that the Government 
should instruct departments concerned to 
examine the position with a view to effect- 
ing such improvement -in the existing 
system. of requisitioning supplies and 
place contracts so as to secure the 
execution of the larger proportion of the 
work during the slack period of the year.’”’ 

It is suggested that a similar appeal 
should be: made to local authorities, public 
companies, heads schools and 
orphanages, and such es’ hments which 
supply clothing for the inmates.

HAVANA, Sunday. 

M ; the Chairman of the 
United States Delecation to the Pan- 
American Conference, in a speech de- 
livered at a banquet given by the 
American Chamber cf Commerce of Cuba. 
here to-night, declared that the United 
States, far from harbouring imperialistic 
designs upon Latin America, desired to 
see south of the Rio Grande independent, 
strong and prosperous Republics. 

Mr. Hughes, who chose his words care- 
fully, was doubtless addressing himself to 
those among the delegates gathered here, 
whose suspicions of America’s policy in 
regard to her Southern neighbours had 
not been entirely dissipated by Mr. 
Coolidge’s pleatory speech delivered at the 
opening of the Congress. 


THE NICARAGUAN CAMPAIGN. 

“It is the firm policy of the United 
States to respect the territorial integrity 
of the American Republics. We have no 
policy of aggression,’’ declared the former 
Secretary of State in ringing tones. 

Mr. Hughes then went on to explain 
how he reconciled this statement with the 
United States’ actions in Santo Domingo, 
Haiti, and, lately, in.Nicaragua. In sup- 
port of his thesis, he asserted thatfi for 
the full enjoyment of independence, 
stability was necessary. It was in the 
cause of stability that the United States 
had sent armies of occupation into Santo 
Domingo, Haiti and Nicaragua: and, 
therefore, Mr. Hughes implied, in the 
cause of independence. 

' We are at present in Nicaragua, but 
what we are doing there and the commit- 
ments we have made are at the request of 
both parties, and in the interest of peace 
and order and fair elections. We have no 
desire to stay. We wish Nicaragua to be 
strong and properous and independent. 
We entered the country to meet an im- 


Mr. Hughes, 


perative but temporary exigency, and we 


shall retire as soon as possible.’ 

Mr. Hughes made no mention of the 
proposed canal through Nicaragua, for 
which the United States has a concession, 
or of his country’s important commercial 
interests in that Republic. 


PURE-SOULED MOTIVES. 

As proof of the innocence of the motives 
of the United States and her lack of all 
imperialistic ambitions, Mr. Hughes re- 
ierred to the occupation of Santo Domingo 
in 1916, and the establishment of a mili- 
tary government by the United States. 
“ After entering Santo Domingo,’”’ de- 
clared Mr. Hughes, “the United States 
-began labouring to get out. If we had 
cherished any imperialistic purpose we 
should have remained in Santo Domingo, 
but we have withdrawn. 3 

' As regards Haiti,’’ Mr. Hughes said, 
“the United States will qitit at any time 
it has reasonable expectation of stability 
there.”’ 

Mr. Hughes deprecated any attempt by 
group of American Republics to 
“Co-operation does 


one 


State, and it does not mean that any of 
the twenty-one American Republics, or 
any group thereof, will attempt to 
dominate the others.’ 

Mr. Hughes also pleaded with his 
hearers not to think of the United States 
as a nation without idealism, in spite of 
their keeness in trade and zeal for the 
advantages of commercial intercourse. It 
was, he said, the dominance of the ideals 
of independence and democracy which 
brought the United States into Cuba in 
1898, and caused them to enter the World 
War. ‘You cannot adequately explain 
the United States in statistics. of popula- 
tion, commerce or wealth. There is a 
power above all these which gives a final 
direction to our public opinion, and estab- 
lishes standards of our statesmanship, 
according to which we take the measure 
of our Executive and our legislators.’’

LETTER FROM

EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—Having read and pondered the 
summaries of the report of the Malines 
conversations which have appeared in the 
Press, I feel compelled to give 
expression to the conclusions to 
which I have been led. [It is startlingly 
clear that a successful outcome of the 
Malines movement would destroy the 
Protestant character of the Church of 
England. It would also completely alter 
the position of all the Churches in com- 
munion with that Church. Such Churches 
are specially mentioned in the report and 
are within its purview. The Malines 
movement is, therefore, no mere domestic 
affair of the Church of England. 

Now, consider what this means.. Pro- 
testantism is no mere negation. It is the 
positive affirmation of the two most 
precious possessions of the human race. 
These are—the message of Divine Love 
and Salvation given directly by Christ to 
all who will hear His voice: and, 
secondly, the right of every man to the 
free exercise of his own mind and will.

Now, as I read the report of the Malines 
conversations, I find that the choice, as 
regards authority, lies between the Pope 
and the bishops conjointly on the one 
hand, and the Pope as sole supreme 
dictator on the other. The _ people, 
apparently, are to be so much 
‘dumb driven cattle,” with no voice, 
no independent mind and will 
of their own.} The one modifying idea 
which entered the minds of these learned 
theologians was that the Archbishop of 
Canterbury might become a sort of buffer 
between the Roman authority and the 
Anglican bishops. How strangely these 
learned men forgot that in the early 
Church the decisions of the Councils of 
Bishops had no validity until they were 
accepted by the acquiescence of the whole 
body of the laity’ 

Now, I am quite sure that the Church 
of Ireland, an essentially Protestant 
Church, will have nothing to do with nego- 
tiations of the Malines type. I am also 
confident that the.people of England will 
recognise that the Anglican representa- 
tives at Malines were ready to give away 
those liberties which men of British race 
prize more dearly than life itself. If 
history has any lesson to teach, it is 
surely this, that the people of England, 
while very tolerant and slow to move, will 
never surrender their freedom and’ bend 
their necks beneath a spiritual despotism.

WOUNDED PRISONER 
CARRIED OFF. 


DARING AFFAIR IN 
DUBLIN.

At five minutes past midnight on 
Saturday James Nugent, a native of 
Clonmel, a wounded political prisoner, 
was taken írom St. Bricin's Military 
Hospital, Dublin (formerly King George 
há SEACH by two armed men, under 
extraordinary circumstances. 

This is the second occasion on which 
Nugent has been rescued by armed men 
from State custody, and, in some respects, 
the circumstances are alike. On the first 
occasion he was one of the nineteen 
political prisoners released from Mountjoy 
Jail on November 27th, 1925, when the 
annual headquarters’ staff dance of the 
Civic Guard was in progress. 

On Saturday morning last the annual 
dance of the Metropolitan Division of the 
Civic Guard was being held in Dublin, 
and many of the principal officers of the 
force were present, and advantage was 
again taken of this fact. 


THE CAPTURE IN CLONMEL. 

From the time of his escape in 1925 until 
December 21st last year Nugent did not come 
under the notice of the authorities. On that 
day, however, he was seen in Clonmel by 
members of the Civic Guard Detective Divi- 
sion as he was about to enter a stationary 
motor car. When called upon to halt, he 
bolted, and continued to run although called 
upon again to halt. Three shots were fired 
at him, and he was wounded on the hip and 
captured. 

He was taken for treatment to St. Bricin’s 
Hospital, Dublin, on December 23rd last, and 
was placed in a ward on the first floor, where 
a number of soldiers were patients—about 
twenty-two in number. As he was a poli- 
tical prisoner who had escaped from prison, 
an armed guard was placed over him night 
and day. 


STEALTHY RAIDERS. 

On. last Friday night two armed guards 
were on duty in the ward. At five minutes 
to 12 o’clock one of them went out to the 
barracks close by to get supper, leaving his 
companion on duty. Nugent’s bed was near 
the door, and the only light in the ward 
was a small dimly-burning |»mp placed in 
the centre of the floor. The other guard 
then went to attend to the fire, which was 
dying. 

He put a newspaper before the fire to in- 
crease the draught. At about five minutes 
past 12 o’clock he heard a sound behind him, 
and, turning round, got the command: 
‘Hands up!” Standing up, he saw two 
men, armed with revolvers. One of the men 
immediately fired at him. The bullet missed 
the guard and lodged in the mantelpiece 
behind his head. 


THE EMPTY BED. 

The raiders, who were heavily muffled, 
then asked him had he a revolver. He re- 
plied that he had not, although he had one 
in his trouser’s pocket. He had been taken 
so much by surprise that he had not had time 
to draw the weapon. His attention con- 
centrated on the two armed men, and he 
never saw Nugent leave the ward. 

Warning the guard not to move, the two 
raiders walked slowly backwards to the door 
and then disappeared. It was then that the 
guard noticed Nugent’s empty bed. Drawing 
his revolver he rushed out after the raiders, 
and from one of the windows fired three 
shots in the air to warn the guards at the 
main gate. 

In the meantime, Nugent, who was dressed 
only in pyjamas, had been noticed in the 
front entrance by an officer, who was im- 
mediately held up by one of the armed men 
and ordered out of the way. 


FRUITLESS SEARCH. 

Nugent and his two rescuers then made 
good their escape. There was really nothing 
to prevent them, the only obstacle being a 
wall about five feet high. . The wide grounds 
around the hospital are not now guarded, 
the only guard being placed on the main 
gate. 

An immediate search was made of the 
grounds, but no trace of the men could be 
found. Nugent’s boots and clothes were 
left in the locker by his bed, so that hig 
rescuers must have had some clothes for him 
outside in a waiting car. 


AN EARLIER RAID. 

The story of how the raiders obtained the 
motor car w which they escaped’ recalls 
episodes that occurred during the troubled 
times in Ireland, and confirms the belief 
that more than two men were concerned in 
the rescue, and that several others were 
posited near the hospital and around the 
grounds. 

At eleven o'clock on last Friday night a 
couple of men rang the bell at, the entrance 
gate to Major Myerscough’s house “'Clonard,”' 
near Dundrum. Edward Walsh, Major 
Myerscough’s chauffeur, who lives in the 
lodge, came out to the gate. The men 
asked him if they could leave a broken-down 
car in the park for the night. He assented, 
and opened the gate. ‘The men then entered 
and several others followed. He asked where 
the car was, and was immediately held up 
by one of the men, who demanded the keys 
of the garage. Walsh told them that he had 
a got them, and that they were up at the 
10use. 


A DOG SHOT. 

One of the men remained behind on guard 
over Walsh, while the others, who had ascer- 
tained that there was no telephone in the 
lodge, walked up the drive. Major Myers- 
cough answered the ring on the front door, 
and was confronted by three or four armed 
men, who demanded one of the most powerful 
cars in his garage. Major Myerscough has 
four cars. 

Just at that moment a cocker spaniel 
rushed out of the hall at the men. The 
leader of the party immediately shot him 
dead. and told Major Myerscough that he 
would do the same to him if he did not do 
as he was told, and if he gave any warning. 


BIG CAR SEIZED. 

Major Myerscough then handed over the 
keys of the garage. The raiders selected a 
powerful Talbot car. Before they left thev 
warned him not to give the alarm until 
1 a.m. if he valued his life. Going to the 
telephone, Major Myerscough could get no 
reply. and investigation in the morning 
showed that the telephone wires had been 
cut. at the head of one of the two telegraph 
poles in the ground. 

The stolen Talbot car was found abandoned 
at Greenmount lane, Harold’s Cross, on 
Saturday morning. 


THE NOTE ON THE DOOR. 

On opening his front door early on Satur- 
day morning Major Myerscough found a note 
pinned to it. The note was dated ‘‘20/1/’28,” 
and was as follows :— 

‘‘Commandeered car for use of the 
I.R.A. You may report raid, but don’t 
describe. anyone.—‘ D.- H.,’ O.C. Raid.’’ 

““D. H.,’ O.C. Raid ” were the initials at 
the bottom of the note, which was written in 
pencil in printed characters on a leaf torn 
from a note book. 

Immediately after the rescue of Nugent the 
olice and military authorities were notified. 
‘he “flying squad” scoured the city and 
suburbs in motor cars, but without result. 


DESCRIPTIONS OF THE PRINCIPALS. 

It would appear that the two principals in 
the rescue of Nugent were both young men. 
One was aged sheuk 25 years, 5ft. Yin. in 
height, of medium build, with fair hair, close- 
cropped moustache, full face, long nose, and 
wearing a fawn overcoat, with a cap pulled 
well down over his eyes. He is stated to have 
spoken with a Dublin accent. 

The second raider was about 5ft. 4in. high, 
aged about 20 years, slightly built, with dark 
hair and complexion. He wore a dark over- 
coat, and had a cap pulled down over his 
eyes. Apparently it was the taller of the two 
men who was the leader in the raid on Major 
Myerscough’s house and in the rescue, and 
fired at the guard in the ward. 


THE MOUNTJOY INCIDENT. 

When Nugent was rescued in 1925 nineteen 
political prisoners succeeded in escaping from 
Mountjoy Jail. On that night the big annual 
headquarters staff dance of the Civic Guard 
was being held, and all the heads of the 
different departments of the force were pre- 
sent. Taking advantage of this fact, a daring 
rescue was effected. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock on that night a Ford

CHINESE TURMOIL. 


THE MARITIMECUSTOMS 
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In a leading article, The Times remarks :— 
Is there any kind of clue to development, to 
some hope, of even faintly rational progress 
in that unending turmoil in China, where to- 
day is the first of a new year? Our Peking 
Correspondent seems to think this morning 
that there is at last growing something like 
a public opinion in favour of the cessation 
of the civil war, but for months past the 
reports from China have been simply bewil- 
dering. It appears to matter little which 
faction conquers in any given area, since the 
chances are that it will be overthrown by a 
rival faction, or a rival leader suddenly 
emerging from Limbo. The general con- 
ditions in China are such that it is omy 
possible to speculate how long what 
seem to be the firmest securities for foreign 
loans may be effectively maintained. 

This note of despair, which is 
natural in a region of such shattering experi- 
ences, inevitably concentrates attention on the 
Maritime Customs, which provide the chief 
guarantee for foreign investments in China. 
For last year, the very worst of all the years 
through which modern China has passed, the 
Customs revenues showed a certain diminu- 
tion as compared with previous years. That 
is not astonishing. What is astonishing is 
the smallness of the set-back—only i2 per 
cent.—in view of the extent and the violence 
of disturbance in the country throughout the 
year. Ali foreign obligations secured on the 
Customs receipts were met in full. This, at 
least, indicates the persistency of some vital 
quality in the Chinese nation that defies the 
political storms.

IRISH REPUBLICAN 
BONDS. 
AMERICANS WHO DO NOT 
WANT THEIR MONEY. 
From “THE Times’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

Although there were 305,678 subscribers 
to the bonds of the Irish Republic, sold 
here some years ago, and personal notices 
have been sent to all of them and adver- 
tisements have been published in 59 
newspapers stating that the bonds would 
be redeemed in part, only 84,913 persons 
have been found who are willing to have 
some of their money back. 

The receivers of the proceeds of 
bonds are, therefore, asking the Supreme 
Court of. New York to extend the time 
for payment until June 15th. 

About $3,500,000 (£700,000) of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of these bonds was taken 
to Ireland, but there remains $2,500,000. 
To this the Irish Free State laid claim, 
but it was held in the Supreme Court 
that justice would best be served by 
dividing it pro rata among the subscribers 
to the issue. 

More than a third of the letters sent 
out by the receivers were returned by the 
Post Office because they could not be de- 
livered.

WHAT THE BISHOPS HAVE 
DONE. 


The Bishop of Southwark writes, in the 
course of a letter to Vhe Times :— The 
Bishop of Birmingham's statement on the 
new Prayer-book measure calls for some 
reply. I entirely disagree with his statement 
that little has been done by the bishops to 
lessen the misgivings expressed in Parlia- 
ment. We have honestly and deliberately 
tried to ‘meet some of the objections, strongly 
and repeatedly expressed in both Houses. We 
have made it plain that the Collect for the 
King must be said daily; we have printed 
the Black Rubric at the end of the alternative 
Order of Communion; we have incorporated 
the regulations for reservation into 
the rubrics; we hae limited’ the 
discretion of the individual bishop 
as to the place of reservation, we have with- 
drawn from the measure the clause which 
was interpreted as giving to the archbishops 
and bishops a general power to make rules. 
Those who followed the debates carefully 
know what great emphasis was laid on these 
matters. The changes we have made may not 
be many, but they cannot fairly be described 
as unimportant. They will not satisfy al! 
the opponents of revision; we hope, however, 
they will meet the difficulties felt by many 
of those who, with reluctance, voted against 
the measure. 

Next, the Bishop of Birmingham 
that under the present revised 
bishops will have power to sanction special 
Services of devotion to take place in the 
presence of reserved elements. This _ }s 
expressly forbidden by the rubrics. 
There shall be no Service or 
ceremony in connection with the Sacrament so 
reserved, nor shall it be exposed or removed, 
except in order to be received in Communion, 
or otherwise reverently consumed. It is en- 
joined that the door of the aumbry, or safe, 
shall be kept locked, and opened only when 
it is necessary to move or replace the conse- 
crated elements for the purposes of Com- 
munion, or renewal. The rubrics make it 
clear that the consecrated elements are for 
the Communion of the sick alone, and for no 
other purpose whatsoever. An additional 
rubric, moreover, has been inserted to guard 
against the possibility mentioned by the 
bishop—that continuous reservation might be 
practised under the rubrics, even though a 
licence to reserve had been refused.

AUSTRALIA TO ENGLAND. 


From ‘*‘ ‘lige ÍTMES ” CORRESPONDENT. 
ADELAIDE, Sunday. 
According to reports from Port Lincoln, a 
race to Falmouth, via Cape Horn, began on 
January 19th between the four-masted 
barques, Herzogin Cecilie and Beatrice, the 
first-named carrying 51,404 bags of wheat 
and the last-named 37,015 bags. These will 
be the first ships to reach England with this 
season’s grain, and a stirring contest ‘s 
expected between two of the speediest sail- 
ing ships afloat. The captains enthusiasti- 
cally took up the challenge. The Beatrice 
started six hours in advance, but the captain 
agreed not to make full sail until both 
vessels were level. The race—a rare event 
among wheat ships—is reminiscent of the 
lively rivalry of tea and woovl-clipper days, 
and is exciting keen interest.

With 
them were three supposed ‘‘prisoners’’ heavily 
muffled. Forged committal warrauts were 
presented to the warders, and the party were 
admitted to the prison without question. 
Once inside, the rescuers carried their well- 
laid plans into execution. 


CELLS EMPTIED. 

The military sentry and the warders were 
held up and disarmed, and the keys of the 
cells were seized. In a few minutes the 
nineteen prisoners—all of whom were Re- 
publicans awaiting trial under the Treason 
Act—were liberated. Rescuers and rescued 
then left the prison, entered the motor car 
and a large motor van, that were awaiting 
them outside, and made good their escape. 

Then followed a night of great activity in 
the city. Dancing was practically abandoned, 
and all the available police were called on 
duty. A cordon was spread around the city, 
but to no effect. Escape had heen made good. 

Just before Christmas the Clonmel Corpora- 
tion passed a resolution asking for Nugent's 
pardon. It is understood that the authorities 
were favourably considering this resolution 


at the time of his rescue.

OPPONENT CONVERTED. 


Colonel Applin, who spoke and voted 
against the measure in the House of 
Commons, took a different view, and 
declared that he would now vote for the 
measure when it reached the Commons, 
and would try to persuade other members 
to do the same. 

“ I am satisfied,” he said, “ about the 
making of the prayer for the King com- 
pulsory.

‘‘ Also I wish that there were a rubric 
forbidding a light over the place where 
the consecrated elements are being kept. 


SUBSTANTIAL CONCESSIONS. 


“I believe that if it had been made 
compulsory that the reserved elements 
should be kept in the vestry, and not in 
the church, we could have been sure that 
the House of Commons would have passed 
the measure. 

“ However, I regard the concession as 
substantial, and if, after the debate in the 
House of Commons, I am ne less satisfied 
than I am now that the reservation of the 
sacrament for the sick is surrounded with 
such safeguards as will prevent adoration, 
I shall vote for the measure. 

‘“I am perfectly prepared to pass the 
Book if the bishops can show that this 
partial reservation is necessary to get the 
High Church ‘clergy to obey the Rubrics. 
That 1s, my chief concern in voting for the 
changed Book is the unity of the Church. 


“ DISASTER ” FEARS. 


“If the measure is again defeated it 
will be a frightful disaster. It will wreck 
the Church. 

“ Those of us who voted against the 
measure in December were deeply exer- 
cised in our minds about it, and many of 
us will be glad if we can conscientiously 
vote in favour of it now. 

“- I believe that the House of Commons 
will regard the concessions as substantial.

DISQUIETING OFFICIAL . 
STATISTICS, | 

THE PERIL OF BEI 
W ELL-TO-Do,

Profoui.d concern has been aroused iti 
England and Wales by the revelations of 
the Registrar-General’s Decennial ‘Supple- 
ment issued on Saturday. The outstand- 
ing fact which emerges from the mass of 
statistics is that the birth-rate—16.7 per 
thousand of the populationis the lowest 
since the establishment of civil registra- 
tion in 1838. 

During the year 1921 300,000 fewer 
children were born in England and Wales 
than in 1920. London’s birth-rate íor the 
year, 16.1 per thousand, was the lowest 
in the country. 

The sinister significance of these figures 
is stressed by a number of authorities, 
who hold that Britain is committing 
“race suicide.” Dr. Halliday-Sutherland, 
Honorary Secretary of the League of 
National Life, says that the statistics are 
tantamount to the Writing on the Wall: 
“God hath numbered thy kingdom and 
finished it.” The figures mean, he says, 
that within four years there will be two 
million fewer workers in the country. 

Taxation is blamed by Professor E. W. 
MaeBride, of the Imperial College of 
Science, for the smallest families in the 
“best classes”; but Miss Norah March, 
who is described as an authority on 
parenthood, says that “the cause of child- 
less homes lies in the emancipation of 
women.” 

Mortality among men in different occu- 
pations and the incidence of the main 
diseases in the five social groups into 
which the male working population is 
divided form the main features of the

CANCER. 

The upper and middle-class figure is 79.8 
per cent. of average for cancer, increasing 
to 122.9 per cent. for unskilled workers. In 
this connection it is stated :— 

‘‘It thus appears that a large proportion, 
at least, of cancer mortality is of a highly 
preventible nature; for we must suppose that, 
if the conditions of life of all sections of 
society could be assimilated to those of its 
upper ranks, mortality from ¢ancer of the 
exposed sites would fall for all classes to the 
Class I. level. 

‘‘ Indeed, it is very possible that knowledge 
of the preventible causes accounting for the 
difference might provide the means of reducing, 
if not eliminating, these forms of cancer for 
all causes; for these causes might well be 
found to apply in varying degree to all 
sections of society.” 

The chance of dying from cancer at any age 
under sixty-five is shown, however, to be very 
much the same for all classes. 

The extremes in the cancer mortality list 
by occupations are :— ; 

Lowest (in order)—Ministers, bank officials, 
machine compositors, leather goods makers. 

Highest (in order) — Waiters, cutlery 
grinders, tin and copper miners, cellarmen, 

armen. 

DISEASES OF THE WELi-TO-DO. 

Diabetes is stated to affect chiefly the 
classes provided with the financial means of 
over-ealing and under-exercising. An illustra- 
tion of the influence of financial circumstances 
is given by a contrast between the farmer and 
the agricultural labourer '

more to eat, and the diabetes common mor- 
tality figure of farmers is 16.0, while that of 
their jabourers is 7.4.” 

The appendicitis death rate, according to 
the statistics, is nearly two and a half times 
as great for the upper and middle claeses as 
for unskilled workers, the Jowest class. 

Barristers, belonging to Class 1 (upper and 
middle) had the Bas death rate from 
appendicitis, and other occupations the 
same grade with high mortality were 
auctioneers, architects, and bank officials. On 
the other hand, nineteen occupants in 
skilled, intermediate. and unskilled classes 
nad nc deaths at all from appendicitie. 

Cirrhosis of the liver is described as 
follows: ‘‘ Broadly speaking, this disease coste 
money, and is incurred in proportion to 
financial resources.”’ 


THE DOCTORS’ 

The highest influenza mortality rates for 
1921-23 are shown largely by occupations 
involving exposure to dust or other respiratory 
risk. the highest ratios being for cutlery 
grinders, brass foundry furnacemen and 
labourers, cotton strippers, and iron miners 
underground. 

Doctors and auctioneers had the highest 
influenza rates in Class 1 {upper and middle 
classes). '' Plainly, influenza is a very definite 
occupational nek for the doctor,” states the 
supplement 

Farm bailiffs and foremen have the lowest 
mortality of all the 178 oecupation groups. 

Church of England clergymen have the 
second lowest death-rate. 

Among comments on occupational mortality, 
the supplement states :—

ACTION AGAINST MEATH 
COUNTY COUNCIL. 


An interesting case was heard before Judge 
Doyle at Navan Circuit Court last Friday, 
when Mr. Daniel Corry, Coroner for County 
Meath, sued the Meath County Council for 


£37 Qs. 7d., salary due to him as Deputy- | 


Coroner for North Meath from the 14th 
February to the 4th August, 1927, at £80 per 
annum. 


Mr. Corry’s case was that in 1908, when ' 


the Act was passed making it mandatory on 
Coroners to appoint deputies, he, then 
Coroner for South Meath, and the late Dr. 
EBrangan, Coroner for North Meath, each ap- 
pointed the other his deputy, by verbal 
agreement. He notified the Chairman of the 
County Council. Up to the time of Dr. 
Brangan’s death he held ten inquests as his 
deputy, and paying orders for £2 each were 
made out to him as the deputy. Dr. Brangan 
died on the 14th February, 1927, and within 
a week he held three inquests in Dr. Bran- 
gan’s area. On the 21st February Dr. Walsh 
was appointed temporary Coroner for North 
Meath, but he contended that that appoint- 
ment was irregular; the County Council had 
no power to make an appointment until the 
amalagamation of the districts was approved 
on the 4th August last, when he (Mr. Corry) 


was appointed Coroner for the whole of tie |

deputy should be in the handwriting of the 
Coroner, and the Secretary had no record 
that a deputy was ame mira f Under the Act 
the County Council were bound to appvint a 
Coroner within a month of Dr. Brangan’s 
death, and Dr. Walsh’s appointment was 
approved by the Minister for Justice. Mr. 
Corry was a candidate, and was beaten by 
one vote. 

It appeared that in 1920 Mr. Corry and 
the late Dr. Brangan, who then had a salary 
of £50 per annum, both tendered their resig- 
nation, but were re-appointed at a salary of 
£80 per annum. : 

After a long argument the Judge said that 
he was prepared to hold that Mr. Corry was 
appointed deputy by Dr. Brangan, and that, 
though his appointment as Coroner came to 
an end in 1920, the deputyship never came 
to an end, or was revived as an incident of 
the new appointment. He held that on the 
death of Dr. Brangan Mr. Corry was deputy 
for the area which Dr. Brangan had served. 
He was not prepared to hold that Dr. Walsh’s 
appointment was an invalid one. He treated 
it as an appointment following the vacancy. 
That cut down the period to which he could 
apply Mr. Corry’s deputy coronership to one 
week, and he gave a decree for £1 12s. 4d 

Mr. Noonag—He has received £6 6s. 
that week. 

Judge Doyle subsequently dismissed the 
action.

“NO FUTURE EXCEPT FOR 
WAR.” 


LABOUR M,P.’S VLEWS 
ON ALRSHIPS. 


——— 


‘The heayier-than-air machine has no 
future at all except as an instrument of war. 
Aviation cannot exist in any country without 
a Government subsidy.”’ 

Mr. F. H. Rose, Labour M.P. for North 
Aberdeen, made this statement at a dinner 
at Aberdeen last Saturday. He also 
criticised the two great airships now being 
built, one by private contract at Howden, 
Yorkshi.e, and the other by the Air Ministry 
at Cardington, Bedfordshire. 

Earlier criticisms by Mr. Rose led to the 
workmen at Howden inviting him, with the 
consent of their employers, to come and view 
the airship. He declined. 

Mr. Rose said that he had never been up 
in an airship, and had no intention of going 
up in one. So far as his influence would 
extend, airships would never be used. He 
did not know trom where passengers for the 
-new airships were to be got. Colney Hatch 
had been suggested, but he thought Broad- 
moor would’ be better. Everything about the 
proposition seemed to him not only chimeri 
cal, but criminal. 

SUBSID’’ THE ONLY HOPE. 

Imperial Airways had £132,000 in subsidy 
last year. Thus, when a passenger flew across 
the Channel for £3 the British public was 
paying another £9 towards his passage. He 
did not believe any sane capitalist in that or 
any other country would put a pound in 
aviation unless the Government made his 
investment secure. 

Expressing his disbelief in the fundamental 
principles of aviation, Mr. Rose declared that 
man would never everride natural laws, and 
it. was because airships were a defiance. ol 
natural laws that he did not like them. 

An offidal of the London Air Station at 
Croydon stated last night that Mr. Rose’s 
comments revealed a lack of knowledge of 
the subject. ‘‘ It is perfectly true,’’ he said, 
“that at present a Government subsidy is 
required on the London-Continental air ser- 
vices. It must be remembered, however, that 
air transport is yet only nine years old, and 
already, with increased knowledge, operating 
costs are falling. 

A COMMERCIAL PROPOSITION, 

“Four years ago the cost per ton mile 
was as high as four shillings. ‘To-day it is 
down to one shilling and tenpence, while de- 
velopments alfeady foreshadowed in the 
design of air engines using heavy oil—which 
is cheaper fuel than petrol—and of aero- 
planes of increased carrying capacity will 
reduce these costs to a level at which no 
subsidy will be required. 

' There are, in fact, several air services 
operating in various parts of the world where 
surface transport is not so highly organised 
as in Europe that are already paying concerns 
without subsidies. It must not be for- 
gotten also that the subsidy is a good invest- 
ment from the Government's point of view. 
Seventy-five per cent. of the Imperial Air- 
ways personnel are, under the subsidy agree- 
ment, members of the Air Force Reserve, 
which means that at Croydon the Govern- 
ment has the equipment of between one and 
a half and two squadrons of troop transport 
and air bombing ’planes, with a complete, 
highly-organised personnel ready for any 
emergency at a moment s notice.” 

ON BEHALF OF AIRSHIPS. 

With regard to Mr. Rose’s criticism of 
airships, Commander Burney, M.P., who is 
responsible for the design and building of 
the big Burney Rolls-Royce airship R 100 at 
Howden, has stated that fares for the trans- 
Atlantic airship flight, which would be made 
in forty-eight hours, would be actually lower 
than the rates on many Atlantic liners. As 
200,000 first class passengers crossed the 
Atlantic yearly he thought there would be 
no difficulty in obtaining passengers for 
Trans-atlantic airship services. 


NEW TREATMENT FOR 
DIABETES. 
HOSPITAL EXPERIMENTING 
WITH GRAPE-FRUIT. 


A dozen patients in a London hospital are 
on a diet of six to eight grape-fruit a day, in 
an eff6rt to cofibat diabetes. The treatment 
has been in force for ten but the 
results are not yet sufficiently established to 
justify a definite statement by the medical 
xuthorities. 

Many patents find difficulty in 
or seven grape-fruit daily, and to obviate this 
the doctors in charge of the cases are experi- 
menting with concentrated juice of the fruit. 

Certain cases not respond to insulin 
treatment, and it said that such patients 
show a decided improvement on a grape-fruit 
diet. 

“I do not believe that any particula? sort 
of grape-fruit is specially efficacious in treat 
ing diabetes, said an eminent 
specialist. ‘‘If some one in Lake County,

“ANTI-CATHOLIC 
HISTORY.” 


Mh. HILAIRE BELLOC’S 
LECTURE, 
FaSie. 


“ Anti-Catholic History ” was the title of 
a lecture delivered by Mr. Hilaire Belloc, the 
well-known English author, in the Gaiety 
Theatre, Dublin, yesterday: afternoon at a 
meeting under the auspices of An Rioghact— 
the League of the Kingship of Christ. 

The theatre was well filled in all sections, 
and the lecturer was accorded a warm recep- 


tion. 
THE LECTURE. 

Mr. Belloc said that the subject about 
which he intended to speak was of há prac- 
tical importance to the Catholic body as a 
whole, but also of importance to the study of 
history in itself, and of particular importance 
to the Irish people. The subject was an ap- 
preciation of, and very general suggestion of, 
the remedy for the fact that history had been 
taught throughout Europe, and particularly 
in the English-speaking countries, in an anti- 
Catholic manner. It had been written, its 
text books were based upon, and its lectures 
were delivered in, a spimt of antagonism to 
the Catholic Church, That was true not 
only of such text books, lectures and 
general — academic literature as they 
would discover in definitely anti-Catholic 
Societies—England, Prussia, and part of the 
United States; but it was universally 
true of the academic spirit throughout 
Kurope. They found it in Paris as well as in 
Berlin, in Rome, as in Leipzig, at The Hague 
and Utrecht as in Oxford and Cambridge. 
He would not use the phrase anti-Catholic 
bias because ‘‘ bias’’ seemed to beg the 
question both of motive and method. About 
motive they knew very litle, and it was difh- 
cult to judge, and in the matter of method 
it caused a false conception. 

The trouble was not with bias, but with 
definite statement of fact—the impression 
given with regard to the realities of the past 
If they cast their eyes over the facts which 
stood out in the general impression given by 
academic history throughout Western Europe 
during the middle and latter parts of the 
19th century they would perceive how strong 
that influence was. It radiated with all 
sorts ot unexpected channels, They had, for 
instance, institutions perpetually referring to 
the ancestors of those who much later broke 
away from the Catholic. They had 
institutions referring as much as possible to 
what were called the Teutonic branches in 
Europe—North German, Scandinavian, Eng- 
lish, while great Catholic sq@ieties like 
Poland were almost ignored. Great Catholic 
figures of history, great in Catholic culture 
since the Reformation, were almost left 
out. They were divided almost 
exactly into villains on the Catholic side 
and heroes on the anti-Catholic. 

GREAT NAMES NEVER HEARD, 

They were told that a new method of learn- 
ing was introduced by Bacon, but. they hardly 
ever heard in the academic world the great 
names whith founded European thought upon 
the Catholic side, and han were permanent. 
lí they considered the great, authors oí history 
who stood out prominently as great historians 
in the modern world’s eyes, they would find 
not one great Catholic name. They all re- 
presented the anti-Catholic spirit. To 
analyse the question of notive was futile for 


practical purposes of remedy, but to ask the 


causes was more to the point, because those 
who objected to the Catholic Church, who 
found it an evil influence upon earth, had a 
right to say, “ Well, you are objecting to 
what you think is the almost universal anti- 
Catholic spirit in one of the great sciences.” 

During the period between the French Re- 
volution and near the end of the nineteenth 
century !t was taken for granted by most 
cultivated men in Europe that the Catholic 
Church was dying. It was the period dur- 
ing which the anti-Catholicism of England 
and Prussia was on the up growth; when the 
anti-clerical forces in France were increasing, 
and Poland was divided. The tide had now 
turned, though they would be slow to see its 
effects. The Irish people were virtualfy eman- 
cipated ; Poland was emancipated. The Spanish 
were gradually becoming more powerful, and 
the Italians had got rid for ever of the anti- 
Catholic clique that had governed them, and 
under a national and pro-Catholic Govern- 
ment were becoming with great rapidity one 
of the chief Powers of Europe. 

FIVE HEADINGS, 

Proceeding, the lecturer said that he would 
reduce his objections to the writing of 
academic history to five headings. First, there 
was the wrong emphasis—putting forward 
things which were objectively true as though 
_they were essential. Secondly, they had lack 
of proportion which was closely allied to the 
tirst, but which resulted in wholesale distribu- 
tions. Thirdly, they had suppression of things 
which would give some conception of what 
the Catholic attitude was. Fourthly, they 
had the use of names in the wrong way. For in- 
stance, people spoke of England breaking away 
from Rome under Henry the Eighth, whereas 
it was really the English Government which 
broke with the Roman Curia. 

Under the fifth heading came what the 
lecturer described as the “ universal disease 
of our time—the substitution of hypothesis 
for fact.” They saw that in particular ex- 
amples where the Catholic Church was 
derided or ignored, but especially in the his- 


popular motives at particular times put for- 

ward through the impression of one or two 

dialects. That modern hab‘: of substitution 

runs through all the perversion of history. 
THE REMEDY, 

Having dealt with the modern examina- 
tion system, Mr. Belloc said that his remedy 
for the situation complainet of was that the 
necessity for some action should be incul- 
cated upon those who had the leisure and 
the interest in the historical. It should be 
part of Catholic effort throughout Catholic 
society in these islands to get true history. 
They had ample material, and could do it 
in the text books, in writing history of 
social movements, in writing monographs; by 
a current of letters correcting points that 
appeared. in newspapers, by pamphlets, 
articles in magazines, and on, until the 
world is acquainted with the realities of 
history. (Applause.) 

A VOTE OF THANKS. 

Proposing a vote of thanks, the Right. Rev. 
Monsignor Dunne, Dean of Dublin, said that 
it always appeared to him that the greatest 
danger to individuals of the Catholic Faith 
rose not from dogma or from philosophy but 
from history. 

Mr. Cormac Walsh 
thanks in Irish. 

Putting the vote of thanks, which was 
carried with acclamation, Sir Joseph Glynn, 
who presided, appealed for support for the 
Society, and especialy urged young Univer- 
sity students to take up the work suggested 
by the lecturer.
